HOW DID THE STORY ORIGINATE? 

How the rumor of such an engagement could 
get out is the mystery. The Johnstone family 
is an old and proud one, and none of its mein- 
bers would be parties tosucharumor. The 
explanation ventured is that “George H. Van- 
derbilt,’’ who played his role in Atlanta a 
year ago, is the hero, and that for some pur- 
pose of his own he has spread the rumor. This 
imposter niade tire acquaintances of several 
Georgia families at White Sulphur Springs. 
He called down that way to 
visit them later on. He took 
rooms in the Kimball, and soon began to cut a

THE STORY HE TOLD. 

His story was that he had been on a cruise 
on his father’s yacht to the Honduras; that 
the vessel happening to an accident, he put 
into New Orleans for repairs. 

‘Found New Orleans devilish dry,’’ said he, 
“and just took a run up to Atlanta for genial 
company.” 

It was not long until Charley Beerman 
caught on to the young man’s scheme, andFul- 
ton county jail soon had a Vanderbilt within 
its walls. He was released, and went to Ma- 
con, and thence to Savannah, playing star en- 
gagements in each place, and cultivating the 
acquaintance of the court officers.

AN ENGLISH SYNDICATE AT WORK. 

Colonel Jack Brown’s story is correct. There 
is an English syndicate with a Mr. Forney 
representing it here, which has its eve on 
Georgia for investments.

They 
want to buy every cotton compress in Georgia, 
and the entire south, and right now have an 
agent at New Orleans, and one somewhere in 
Georgia, quietly attempting to secure options on 
all the compresses. It is a syndicate similar to 
the one which recently purchased nearly ali 
the breweries in this country. Their object, as 
I understand, is not to form a trust of any sort 
and raise the price of compressing, but simply 
to put large amounts of money in well paying 
investments, and they have concluded that 
cotton compresses and the 8.8. 8. company 
are about as good as can be found. The above 
ls correct, and unless the owners of the cotton 
compresses. run their prices up out of reason, it 
seems pretty well settled that English capital 
will control them within six months. 

TO THE RESCUE OF LOCKE. 

Walter Johnson and Alton Angier are the 
latest additions to the Georgia republican con- 
tingent in Washington.

As he came out there wasa smile 
of contentment upon his face, which meant 
that he was thoroughly satisfied with the 
interview. Although Alton was a Longstreet 
man inthe fight last year, Colonel Buck and 
all the little Buckites deem it best to forget 
the past, and will assist him in the race for 
the consulship. Mr. Angier, of course, has 
picked out the consulship which he would 
prefer, but is not so particular that he would 
refuse any good one. A good consulship pays 
from three to ten thousand dollars.

THREE SHOTS FIRED. 


A SENSATION IN THE SOUTHERN 
CLUB BOOMS. 


TWO MEMBERS IN A QUARREL. 


One Strikes the Other, When the Assaulted 
Man Draws His Revolver, and Fires 
Three Shots at the Running Figure. 


Wew York, January 11—1:30 a. m.—[Spe- 


cial.]|—The members of the Southern society, 


that aristocratic organization composed en- 
tirely of ‘men of southern birth, have been in 
a fever heat of excitement during the night 
over the atteinpt of one of the members to 
kill another. Shortly after 6 p. m., passers- 
by in West Twenty-fifth street, between Broad- 
way and Sixth avenue, noticed two gentlemen 
stand on stoop of the Southern society’s club 
house, No. 18. 
THEY WERE. ANGRY. 

They gesticuiated wildly, and talked in an- 
gry tones. One ofthe men was finally heard 
to say, in a lould voice and in a threatening 
manner: . 

“Will you take that back, sir?’’ 

The other promptly replied in an equally 
loud tone: 

‘No, sir, I will not!”’ 

The first speaker raised his arm, and struck 
the other a stinging blow square in the face, 
which almost sent him reeling down the stone 
steps to the sidewalk. He grasped the stoop 
rail, which saved him from falling. The 
other, as soon as he struck the blow, stepped 
quickly by the other to the edge of the stoop, 
and began to descend the steps to the street. 

THE HIP POCKET APPEALED TO. 

As soon as the man who had been struck re- 
covered his balance, he reached back to his 
hip pocket. When he withdrew his hand it 
held a revolver. .At sight of the pistol the 
small crowd which had gathered near the 
stoop in front of the club house, scattered. The 
man at the top levelled his revolver and fired 
point blank at his assailant, who uttered a cry, 
and started off at a double quick pace in the 
direction of Broadway. The man with the re- 
volver ran half way down the stoop again, ley- 
elled his pistol and fired another shot at the 
retreating figure of his foe. 

THE THIRD SHOT FIRED. 

After stepping upon the sidewalk and firing 

one more shot at his foe,who was then seventy- 


five feet away, and rapidly increasing the dis- 


tance, the would-be murderer turned about 
and dashed up the stoop into the club house, 
holding his smoking revolver in his hand. 
The man who had been made a target of, had, 
in the meantime, run into the Twenty-fifth 
strect entrance of the Hoffman House. He 
almost frightened the clerk, Thomas Smith, 
out of a year’s growth by his pallid face and 
wild actions. 

‘Give me a pistol,’’ he gasped as he rushed 
into the place. “A cowardly scoundrel has 
shot me in the back in the street. For God’s 
sake give me a pistol, and I will teach him 
not to shoot an unarmed man.”’ 

HE HAD NOT BEEN SCRATCHED. 

Tt was soon found that he had not been 
scratched, and when he ascertained this he 
became calm. After excusing himself for his 
conduct he went away. 

The eluh members wonk have but little-te 
say about the matter, either to the police or 
reporters. The matter was reported to the 
West Thirtieth street station by Officer Hus- 
sey, and Detective Brett made an investiga- 
tion, but could learn little or nothing about 
the affair. 

THE CLUB MEMBERS SILENT. 

The club members acknowledged that there 
had been a “‘little trouble’ between two of the 
members, and that when they got outside the 
clubhouse, one of them foolishly drew a revol- 
ver and: fired some shots. It was also heard 
by the police that the names of the contestants 
were William . Hancock Clark, of the depart- 
ment of public works, and William Randolph, 
an insurance broker of No. 32 Nassau street. 
The quarrel between the men began in the 
‘elub parlor, but all members pleaded ignorance 
as to the cause. No arrests were made. 


THE HOUSE IN MOURNING. 


Announcement of the Death of Judge Kelley 
of Pennsylvania. 

WASHINGTON, January 10.—Draped in somber 
black, and adorned with a simple bouquet of 
white flowers, the desk so long occupied by Mr. 
Kelley, of Pennsylvania, this morning reminded 
the members that ‘‘the father of the house’”’ had 
departed from their midst. 

In his opening prayer, the chaplain said; 

“Thy servant, so long iil and suffering, is at 
rest. The event that has been approaching has 
come. The loss, as feared, has been realized. He, 
solong an honored and useful member of this 
body, going in and out among his associates here, 
has gone away forever. The places, scenes and 
duties that here knew him solong and well, will 
know him no more forever. And what can we say 
but the Lord giveth, and we thank Thee for the 
memory of him the Lord has taken away. We 
would devoutly recognize Thy hand, and be en- 
“poe 3 even to add: ‘Blessed be the name of the 
Lord.’ ” 

Immediately after the reading of the journal, 
Mr. O'Neill, of Pennsyivania, rose, andina voice 
which was at times shaken with emotion, said: 

Mr. Speaker: I-rise to announce the death of 
my dear colleague, the Hon. William D. Kelley, 
which occurred at twenty minutes pas 6 o’clock 
last evening at the Riggs house, in the city of 
Washington. I need not say, Mr. Speaker, that it 
is the saddest duty that has ever devolved upon 
me since my connection with the house. The 
death of Judge Kelly, who has been elected fif- 
teen times as a meinber from one of the Philadel- 
— districts (the first election occurring in Octo- 

er, 1860) and last, the fifteenth, occurring Noyvem- 
ber, 1858,takes froin me the longest acquaintance of 
my public life, an intimate, friendly acquaintance, 
never marred for one monient of time. I cannot 
today express my feelings and my thoughts on 
the decease of this distinguished man, known not 
only throughout this country, and in my opinion, 
perhaps better kuown throughout the world than 
almost any man in public life today; forhis great 
services to his country, for his strong mind, 
for his working capacity and all that appertains to 
a faithful representative for nearly thirty years in 
the house of representatives of the United States. 
_ I will take oceasion, Mr. Speaker,to ask the house, 
in the near future, to designate a day when the 
members may express their feelings in commem- 
oration of the deceased member. f offer the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

Resolved, That the house has heard, with deep 
regret and profound sorrow, of the death of Hon. 
William D. Kelly, late representative from the 
state of Pennsylvania. 

Resolved, That in recognition of the long and 
distinguished term of service rendered in this 
body by the Hon. William D. Kelly—a term long- 
est 1n its history, and which has made him for 
many years “the father of the house’’—that ap- 
propriate services be held in the hall of the house 
tomorrow at 12 o’clock noon. 

Resolved, That a committee of nine members be 
appointed, who, with such members of the senate 
as may be appointed, shall attend the funeral at 
Philadelphia. 

Resolved, That the clerk communicate these 
resolutions to the senate and transmita copy to 
the family of the deceased. | 

The resointions were unanimously adopted and 
the speaker fgg the following i : 
Messrs. O’ Neill, of Pennsylvania; McKinley, Gan- 
non, Banks, McKenna, Carlisle, Mills, Holman 
and Mutchler. 

The house then, as a mark of respect to the 
memory of the deceased, at 12:25 adjourned.

MAY COME TO GEORGIA 


NORTH CAROLINA DOES NOT WANT 
GERONIMO’S BAND. 


THERE IS NO OPPOSITION IN GEORGIA 


And as a Consequence Land May Be Pur- 
chased in This State Upon Which They 
Will Settle—The Indians Tamed. 


RALEicu, N. C., January 10.—{Special.] 
Much interest has been naturally felt in the 
visit last week of Senator Vance and General 
George Crook, U. 8. A., te Swain and Jackson 
counties to look into the feasibility of purchas- 
ing lands in Swain for the Apaches of the Ge 
ronimo band, recently removed from New 
Mexico and settled temporarily in Florida and 
Alabama. 

THEY OPPOSED GERONIMO. 

It was found that Geronimo’s settlement 
there has been opposed by a majority of the 
people. The opposition arises from the re- 
ports of Geronimo’s fieree character. General 
Crook says that however fierce he may have 
been among his own people in the southwest, 
that spirit has completely died out both in 
himself and his band since they have been 
brought east. 

NORTH GEORGIA IS WILLING. 

He says he is delighted with the lands 
offered for sale in Swain county, and pro- 
nowrces them much finer than other lands 
offered in north Georgia for the same purpose, 
but which will probably not be accepted in view 
of the opposition existing in Swain. It is 
learned that there was not such opposition in 
Jackson, though the desired lands there were 
not available. 


THE BIGAMIST HOFFEE. 


Latest Points from His Ohio Home—His 
Prosecution Probable. 

CARROLLTON, O., January 10.—{Special.|—The 
telegram from Bremen, Ga., regarding the Hoffee 
bigamy case wherein it was stated that Ralph 
Runyan, the brother of Hoffee’s wife here, had 
been all along cognizant of the fact of 
Hoffee’s marriage with Mis’ May Cheney, and titat 
he had called upon Miss Cheney after the marriage 
in Company with Hoffee and extended cougratu- 


lations. raised quite a ripple of excitement here, 
as young Runyan had been supposed to have been 


pursuing his theological studies at Chattanooga, 


and was about ready to greduate asa full-fledge 
preacher. Many were ready to say that it wasa 
jut-up scheme between Runyan and Hoffee to 
have offee marry Miss Cheney, and, after secur- 
ing her money, to desert her, and both come north 
together.

NASHVILLE GAMBLERS ALARMED. 


They Find Themselves Before a Stern 
Judge. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 10.—{Special.|— 
Anothos hon, dontaining Yeowe “Uysausite, thea 
heretofore, was cast among the gambling fra- 
ternity by Judge Ridley. The charge given to the 
grand jury, Monday morning, fell. with heaviest 
force upon the proprietors of gambling houses, 
and contained modifications, or, more correctly 
speaking, cautions, which raised hopes among the 
regular patrons of such places that they had at 
least a loopholg@ left them forescape. These a 
are blasted by the following order, which Judge 
Ridley had entered upon the minutes: 

‘“‘Every person hereafter convicted of paming by 
this court, when the gambling shall have been 
done in a gambling house, and after this date, 
will be fined within the limits prescribed by law, 
and will also be sentenced to jail for a period not 
less than thirty days. In all cases where the grand 
jury return presentments of indictments for 
gaming the clerk will issue instanter capiases, 
and the cases will be set for trial immediately.” 


MOTION FOR A NEW TRIAL. 


Attorneys for the Defense in the Cronin Case 
File One. 

CHICAGO, January 10.—Late this afternoon, At- 
torneys Swing, Donahoe and Forest filed a motion 
for a new trialin the cases of Coughlin, Burke, 
O’Sullivan and Kunze, cenvicted of the murder of 
Dr. Cronin. The motion was filed today, in ac- 
cordance with the order of Judge McConnell, be- 
fore whom argument will be made Monday. The 
motion assigns thirty-nine causes of error in the 
rulings of Judge McConnell during the trial of 
the case. These grounds of alleged error embraces 
every point contested by the attorneys for the de- 
fense, and range from an objection to the court’s 
overruling a motion to quash the indictments up 
to the assertion that the defense has, since the 
trial, discovered new evidence, which entitles 
them to a new trial. 

Carden Will Have to Hang. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., January 10.—{Special.]— 
Will Carden, a young white man who, several 
weeks ago, attempted to outrage the person of a 
little girl named Laura Stivers, near Cleveland, 
Tenn., has been on trial for the crime the past 
week. Today the jury returned a verdict of 
guilty. The penalty in this state is death by 
hanging, in the discretion of the court, and the 
sentiment of the people of Bradley county, when 
the offense was committed, which has been 
strongly for mob violence in this case, is loudly 
demanding the enforcement of the death penalty. 
The sentencing judge has withheld his Sealaton 
until tomorrow. It is confidently believed that 
Carden will have to hang. : 

Lynching of a Desperate Character. | 

SANTA FE, January 10.—An unknown desperado 
has for some time been terrorizing the mining 
camp of Georgetown by shooting at inoffensive 
citizens. A few days ago an attempt was made to 
arrest him, but he “got the drop” 
on tbe officers and made his escape 
into the monntains. Emboldened by his success, 
he returned yesterday and began shooting at sev- 
eral citizens, when a posse was organized and 
sneceeded ingeffecting his arrest. While taking 
the prisoner to jaila mob of masked men met 
them, who took the prisoner away, and going into 
a ee ee hanged him to a tree and 
riddled his y with bullets. Nothing is known 
of the man. 

Beggs in His Old Camp. 

CHICAGO, January 10.—The News says: In all 
probability John F. Beggs will be re-elected senior 
guardian of camp 20, tonight. Beggs may and 
may not be present, but it is said that his re-elec- 
tion is assured. Members of camp 20 have held a 
caucus and decided that Beggs’s acquittal is in 
the line of a verdict of not guilty for camp 20, and 
that the suspicion that the murder was hatched in 
the notorious camp has been removed; therefore 
they have decided to elevate Beggs to his old 
piace. ‘

THE HORRIBLE ACCIDENT IN THE 
RIVER AT LOUISVILE 


BY WHICH EIGHTEEN LIVES ARE LOST 


A. Survivor Tells of His Experiences—Im- 


prisoned in the Caisson and the River 
Rushingon Him—Bodies Recovered. 


Lovisvitig,. Ky., January 10.—At 12:20 
o’glock this morning the bodies of three of 
the unfortunate victims of the caisson acci- 
dent were recovered by the workmen. The 
positions in which they were found showed 


| that a desperate struggle hadtaken place at the | 


natrow door of the escape. One negro had 
sueeseded in pulling his body throngh the 
aperture, hut death had overtaken him just 
when life was promised. Another negro had 
crawled pattly through, and his hands were 
fastened by death in the clothing of a negro in 
front of him, showing that he had made a 

| te endeavor to escape first. Between 
thé two negroés was the body of a white man. 
It appeared from his position that he was try- 
ing te push back some one who was clinging 
to his legs, The sand accumulated at the 
door by the sudden sinking of the caisson had 
wedged in the body of the white man in such 
a manner that it could not be removed. 

At 11:30 a. m., the work was discontinued 
in order to allow the workmen to rest and re- 
fresh themselves. Later a fresh force was put 
on duty and the work renewed. 

Abe Taylor, one of the negro laborers who 
survived the terrible catastrophe, was found 
at his home on Preston street by a reporter. 
He had not entirely recovered from the fright 
occasioned by his late experience, and his 
voice trembled as he told what happened. 

AT THE BOTTOM OF THE RIVER. 

“As near as I can remember,”’ he said, 
‘there were eighteen of us who went down. 
Some of us had candles in our hands and 
others carried the tools we worked with. The 
engine was pumping air into the caisson. We 
were not thinking of danger, and didn’t have 
any idea there was a weak point in the caisson. 

We were talking and running on with each 
other just as we always do. Bcassols said 
we would be relieved in about two hours and 
I replied that I wished it was now. I looked 
to see low near the caisson was to the sand 
bottem, and was standing close to the little 
door when I heard somebody say: ‘Great God, 
men! she is breaking!’ Just then the water 
commenced to rush through the shell doors, 
and it seemed as if everthing gave away at 
once. I broke for the door. I hardly know 
how I did, but I managed to get through. 
The’ men behind me were rushing and 
tumbling over each other and I could hear 
them crying: 

WE ARE LOST! HELP! HELP! 

my God save us. Badly frightened as I was, 
Icouldn’t help but pity them. IL coeuld do 
nothing for them, so I helped myself. ; I could 
hear the water rushing in on the poor fellows 
as I climbed up through the man-hole, but 
their cries sounded louder than the roar of the 
water. I got out safely and thanked God for 
my deliverance. I never will forget that 
awful sight as long as I live.”’ 

Taylor was asked if he thought, hy any pos- 
sible means, the men could live ‘until help 
reached them. 

“No, sir, they conuldn’t live. The water is 
running in faster than all the engines can 
force it out. There isn’t any way for them to 
escape.’’ 

' Further investigation shows two more men 

‘o Rave !>s% their lives—Hamilton. Morris and 
isuvwia Gomy making the total sixteen. 

Efforts to recover the bodies in the bridge 
caisson by pumping in air have been given up, 
and in the morning men will be sent in by the 
excavation shaft. It is hoped then the thir- 
teen remainining bodies will be taken out and 
an inquest will be held at once. The body of 
Hamilton Morris was recovered in the pipe at 
the top of sand before the machinery broke 
today.

HAVE THEIR FACES PERPETUATED 
ON CANVAS, 


AN INTERESTING HISTORICAL SCENE 


The Pictures Presented to Govegnor Taylor, 
Whe Accepts Them on the Part of the 
State—His Speech of Acceptance. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 10.—{Special.}]— 
Governor Taylor’s office was the scene of a very in- 
teresting incident this morning. Splendid portraits 
of two of Tennessee’s most distinguished sons were 
presented to the executive of the state, in trust, to 
hang upon the walls of the gubernatorial office. The 

represent Governor Aaron V. Brown and 
General Gideon J. Pillow, and were painted about 
twenty-six years ago by Mr. William Cooper, and 
have since been the property of the widow of 
Governor Brown and the sister of General Pillow. 

The portraits are executed in oil and mounted 
in heavy gilt frames, each about five by seven feet. 
Governor Brownis represented as seated at a 
table, a book in his right hand. 

General Pillow is represented as dressed in the 
uniform of a major-general, his helmet on a table 
at which he is seated, and his left hand clasping 
his sword. 

Governor Brown’s picture hangs over the man- 
tel-piece in the governor’s private office. 

Pome Pillow’s on the west wall of the outer 
office. 

Colonel Colyar, addressing the governor, made a 
short and appropriate address. 

Governor Taylor received the portraits in the 
name of the state. His remarksin part were as 
follows :

VERY CLOSE FOR BRICE. 


Three Caucus Bolters Can Make a Tie in 
the Vote. 

CoLuMBvs, O., Jannary 10.—There have been 
several rumors in circulation today relativ€ to the 
proposed bolt of the cacus, which last night 
nominated Colonel Calvin S. Brice for the senate. 
There were seventy-three members at the caucus, 
three did not appear. ‘They are Smith, of Frank- 
lin; Munson, of Licking, and Counts. of Shelby. 
It is reported they will not vote for Brice. Counts 
is here and refuses to talk. Munsen went home 
this morning. One report is that he will vote for 
Brice and another that he will bolt. A double- 
headed expression has also been received from 
Smith for and against Brice. The situation, at 
least, has created uneasiness. Those who ought 
to know the facts are not talking for publication. 
There will be seventy-four democrats from the 
caucus to vote for Brice—Brown, of Hancock, 
having sent a note tothe caucus that he would 
su st the nominee. There are seventy-one re- 
publicans, and if the three alleged bolters join 
them they would have the same numbér of votes 
as the democrats. The claim is that Brice will 
have to secure a majority of all members elected 
to the legislature, which would be seventy-six. 
The rice managers clahn that the 
law only requires a majority of 
those present and bhp Representative 
Knapp, democrat, died last night, and Lawlor, 
democrat, is not expected to live throngh the 
night, which cuts the number of democratic mem- 
bers to seventy-seven, and the three alleged 
bolters still reduces the available strength to 
seventy-four. Brice and his advisors seem but 
very little disturbed over the report, and say the 
three members will support the caucus nominee, 
and that itis an injustice to chargé them with 
entertaining an idea of bolting the caucus in the 
interest of any other democrat or republican. An 
election to fill the Knapp vacancy will be ordered 
by Governor Campbell next week, but this will 
require thirty days. Governor Foraker refuses to 
issue proclamation today dn the ground that 
Knapp had not been buried.

CHICAMAUGA NATIONAL PARK. 


Terms of the Bill to Be Presented to 
Congress. 

WASHINGTON, January 10.—A bill has been pre- 
pared by General Grosvnor, establishing the Chat- 
tanooga and Chicamauga national military park, 
which has the support of leading members of the 
societies of the Army of the Cumberland, Army of 
Tennessee and Army of the Potomac, and all 
leading ex-confederate officers engaged in the 
battles indicated. It provides that upon jurisdic- 

ing ceded to the United States by the states 
essee-and Georgia, that the public roads 
aldneshe crest of Missionary ridge from the 
north end of Sherman’s heights to the Rossville 
road from Rossville to McFarland’s 
gap, and the road from Rossville by the 
way of Lee & Gordon’s mills, to Crawfish Springs 
shall become approaches to and parts of said na- 
tional park proper, to which title is to be obtained 
by the United States by the condemnation and 
purchase, after the ceding of jurisdiction by the 
state of Georgia. It embraces the battletield of 
Chicamauga and is to be bounded by a line start- 
ing on the LaFayette road, just north of the Cloud 
house ; thence west to McFariand’s gap; thence 
along Dry Valley-read to road from Crawfish 
Springs to Lee & Gordon’s mills; thence to these 
mills; thence down Chickamauga river to Reed’s 
bridge and thence to the place of beginning, cov- 
ering about 7,000 acres. 

The affairs of the empre are to be managed unde 
the secretary of war by three commissioners,one to 
be an army officer. Itis made the duty of these 
commissioners, under the secretary of war, to 
ascertain and substantially mark all battle lines. 

The Chicamauga Memorial association, an in- 
corporationfunder the laws of Georgia,and authori- 
ties of any of the states which had troops in the 
battles of Chicamauga or Chattanooga, are given 
the right to ascertain and mark the lines of their 
troops, subject to the approval of the eget A 
of war, who shall have the right to decide 
disputed points. The present owners of the prop- 
erty on the field within the proposed limits of the 
park are to be allowed to remain, if t 20 desire, 
on their lands after the purchase by t overn- 
ment, upon terms which amount to a littie more 
than an agreement on their part to preserve the 
buildings which were standing at the time of the 
battle, and present the outlines of fields and for- 
ests, and to help care for and preserve marks 
which may be placed on the field. A n appropria- 
tion of $250,900 is a for carrying the act 
into effect. The-bill has been under consideration

They selected 
Colonel Robert G. Shaw, who died leading the 
colored troops at the assault on Fert Wagner, 
as the hero whose name it was fitting that they 
should perpetuate. The necessary application 
was made, but, through a misapprehension on 
their part, it was sent to W.S8. Hancock post, 
with the request that Commander Gleason 
issue a charter.

TWO FIRES IN THE RIVERSIDE 
| MILES 


When a Section of the Walls Falls Into the 
River, Carrying with It a Dozen Men Who 
Were at Work. 

Aveusta, Ga., January 10.—[Special.}—The 
Riverside mills, a waste and bagging factery 
on the bank of the Savannah river, in this 
city, has had a fiery time this afterncon. 

THE FIRST FIRE. 

Firre was first discovered in the basement 
storeroom, where about 500 bales of paper 
stock were stored. This fire was extinguished 
by the fire apparatus of the mill and no alarm 
was sent in. 

THE SECOND FIRE. 

' While the hands were busy, rolling out the 
damaged bales from the basement to the yard 
this afternoon, a second fire was discovered in 
the storeroom in the second story, two floors 
above, and a hundred feet back of the first 
fire. This room contained abont two thousand 
rolls of bagging and seven hundred and ninety- 
six bales of paper stock. 

This. fire was seen to be dangerous, and the 
alarm was turned in, which wasin turn sup- 
plemented by the general alarm when the fire 


}-department discovered the situation of things. 


After about four hours hard work the fire had 
been conquered, but water, was; still being 
thrown on the building and smouldering 
waste. reg 
DOWN IN THE RUINS. 

A score of men were busy in the second 
story throwing out rolls of bagging and bales 
of waste cotton from the windows, when at 
8:15 o’clock a section of about fifty feet of the 
wall of the mill nearest the river fell, carrying 
down with it the roof overhead, and the floor 


‘of the second story. About a dozen men 


were caught in the ruins. Cotton 
bales, bagging rolls, bricks, mortar, and men 
were heaped up indiscriminately. After an 
hour or two’s work, ten men were taken out, 
and marvelous to relate, not one had a broken 
bone. Bruises, sprains and two of them in- 
ternal injuries, probably serious, but not a man 
with a broken bone. The bales of* waste and 
rolls of bagging saved the men’s lives. 
THE INJURED MEN. 

Some of the men were caught between bales 
and others were protected from the rocks and 
timbers by them. Here is the list: 

JOE McCORD, 

ANDREW WILSON and 

REUBEN WILLIAMS, were the three 
internally injured. 

JOE KING’S nose mashed and face cut. 

STEPHEN ZEKE, sprained knee. 

PRINCE GARDNER, generally bruised and 
mashed. 

LOUIS COBB, shoulder bruised. 

PHIL GALPHIN, cut in héad and badly bruised 
all over. 

WILLIAM McGINN, (white), ankle sprained 
and spine injured. 

D. J. RIORDAN, (white), legs mashed. 

It is possible that others may be under the 
ruins, but such is not believed to be the case. 

THE ESTIMATED DAMAGE. 

The damage to the mill and stock may 
reach twenty thousand dollars, but this amount 
will probably be reduced by salvage. The 
entire lossis fully covered by insurance in 
eastern manufacturing mutual insurance com- 
panies.

Ballot Reform. 

It is curious to read the attacks made on 
Governor Hill, of New York, because he 
refused to indorse a foreign system of voting. 
One republican paper says that the governor 
is a fraud, a hypocrite, and a corruptionist. 
Another says that he is a politi¢al mounte- 
bank. Even the Herald, which usually 
broods over matters of public concern : with 
an air of impartiality, remarks that the 
document which the governor sends to the 
legislature may be called ‘‘Hill’s anti-reform 
miessage.”’ | 

And yet this whole matter is so intimately 
connected with the rights and liberties of 
the citizens that it cannot be examined too 
carefully or discussed too thoroughly. It is 
neither just nor fair to say that because a 
person is opposed to a foreign system of 
voting he is therefore opposed to ballot re- 
form. No particular reform is important 
enough to demand the arraignment of those 
who discuss or investigate it. Does it 
follow because the Australian system has 
been successful under a government in 
which suffrage is a farce, that it ought to. be 
applied to the American voter? Has it 
already become such a sacred affair that 
those who refuse to indorse it are hypocrites 
and corruptionists? 

It does not follow, as Governor Hill well 
Bays, that.“‘because the Australian system 
seems to be well adapted to the governments 
of Australia and England, and is superior to 
the systems which previously existed there, 
it can be appropriately applied to our insti- 
tutions without its material modification. 
Those governments are founded upon the 
theqry that the state should undertake to 
perform every service that it can perform, 
while the true theory of our institutions is 
that the the state should do nothing that can 
better or as well be done by the free and 
untrammeled action of the individual citizen. 
To vest the greatest control and power of 
interference in the government is the object

but the election systems there are based 
upon a restricted suffrage. ‘That this differ- 
*ence of conditions is recognized by the friends 
of the Australian system in this country is 
shown by the fact that the system, in its 
entirety, has not been adopted by any state 
in the union. Several states, with constitu- 
tions more friendly to it than our own, have 
enacted what is called the Australian system, 
but only after material and vital modifiea- 
tions. This adaptation by various states of 
different features of the system appears to 
have produced a confused impression in the 
public mind as to what the system really is.”’ 

This whole matter is perhaps more im- 
portant than the enthusiasts are willing to 
admit. It is too important, for instance, to 
admit of hasty action. Ballot reform is not 
as necessary in this country asthe individnal 
liberty of the citizen: This is a fact that 
some -of the reformers threaten to lose 
sight of. 


A Brilliant Democratic Outlook. 

The outlook for the democratic party ‘was 
never better for success in a presidential 
election than it is for 1892. 

It is admitted that’ President Harrison is 
the weakest man that has ever been presi- 
dent of the United States. He is moved by 
petty jealousies and personal feelings that 
would cause remark in the administration 
of ward politics, Designing men in his 
party have taken advantage of these weak- 
nesses, and have been very successful in 
completely capturing him. The anti-Blaine 
men in the state of New York have made 
him believe that if he followed Blaine’s ad- 
vice it would be understood that Blaine was 
running his administration, and he has 
virtually surrendered the New York 
patronage of his party’ to ‘*Me- 
too” Platt and his followers, mnch 
to the disgust of many good repub- 
licans of that state. He panders to the ex- 
treme element of his party in New England, 
and the conservative. voters are denouncing 
him in one breath and praising ex-President 
Cleveland in the next. 

In the west the feeling against the repub- 
lican president is more pronounced than in 
the east. In Indiana he has disgusted all 
fair-minded men. by his earnest efforts to 
get all his kinspeople in office; his admin- 
istration of the great office being more per- 
sonal than national. 

In the south he has absolutely turned 
over his administration to the carpet-bag 
element Of his party, whose only recom- 
mendatiah, is its influence on the negro vote, 
and it promises to make the south solid for 
Harrison for a second nomination. 

All this is good for the democratic party, 
but this is not all. 

The position the president takes in his 
annualmessage, or, more properly speaking, 
the position he did not take on the silver 
question, has done him infinite injury. His 
vacillating course in the treatment of this 
question, in which millions of the poorer 
class of his constituents are vitally inter- 
ested, and his readiness to indorse the views 
of the plutecrats who get rich by squeezing 
the masses, would alone be such a burthen 
on a candidate for president that all the 
eloquence in his party, if united and will- 
ing, could not explain away or palliate. 

Fortunately, his covert position on the 
Silver question is directly antagonized by 
principles of the democratic party that are 
as old as the party itself, and the unstates- 
manlike manner in which the president 
treats this grave question is due to the fact 
that he has sense enough to know that, led 
as he was, and blindfolded as he must have 
been. by the smooth palms of the plutocrats, 
he knew he was treading on dangerous 
ground, 


The success of the democratic party de- | 


pends entirely on our managers. The only 
hope the republicans have is that the demo- 
crats will do something foolish before the 
election tha® will bring about defeat. We 
believe they will be deceived, and that 
Mr. Harrison, for he will undoubtedly be re- 
nominated, will be the easiest man defeated 
that was ever nominated by the republican 
party. He is not only a bitter partizan, but 
he goes further; he is selfish and personal in 
all his dealings, and-such a man cannot rest 
well on the presidential bosom of this great 
democratic people. 

No president since General Grant’s day 
has ever shown such a thorough contempt 
for the civil service laws of congress—not in 
words, but in acts, which speak louder than 
words. He has been called upon to deny 
charges of complicity with Mahone in the 
Virginia election, where it was plainly ap- 
parent that he virtually turned over the 
patronage of the party to Mahone, to be 
used to republicanize the state. Mahone 
has never denied it; the parties interested, 
and who were the beneficiaries of this dis- 
reputable scheme, have never denied it, and 
the charge stands with the simple statement 
from the president of the United States that 
he was not responsible for Mahone’s can- 
didacy or his defeat, without any explana- 
tion as to who was responsible forthe dis- 
reputable use of the administration in. that 
election. He knew it was going on; he 
permitted it, and no man in the United 
States but the president could have stopped 
it. 

The record of the appointees of the presi- 
dent in the pension department of the gov- 
ernment is a cheerful one for the democrats. 
They have acted so as to bring forth de- 
nunciations from every respectable repub- 
lican source, and the president was driven 
to turn several of them out, and in doing so 
uncovered the most flagrant and corrupt 
conduct, the story of half of which has: not 
been printed. 

Viewing the situation as it is today, we 
say, without doubt, that the democratic out- 
look is all that could be desired.

Some transactions were enor- 
mous, but the larger number were not specu- 
lative,.and were therefore small. ‘The latter 
fact is interesting, because it means that the 
purchasers in most of the smaller transac- 
tions were actual settlers. The Times has 
not yet been able to ascertain the total sum 
invested in this way, but the information at 
hand indicates that it went up into millions. 
The improvements on real estate in Bruns- 
wick last year were well nigh numberiess. 
On every street and square abundant proof 
of this assertion may be seen.”’ 

This shows that the people of Brunswick 
have unbounded faith in their town, and 
that they have the nerve to back their judg- 
ment with tremendous investment even in 
advance of their earnings. 

Faith and nerve like this are sure to build 
atown. They make people too sanguine 
sometimes and cause temporary trouble by 
too fast a gait, but the investments are sure 
tocount.

The usual con- 
sequence of the excitement is that the town 
makes a leap forward, overstrains itself a 
little, rests a while, and goes on at a brisker 
pace than ever. In a boom, final perse- 
verance is the winning card. The man who 
does not take on a heavier load than he can 
carry is dead sure to win if he swings on. 
In real estate ‘‘all things come to him who 
waits.”’

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


According to an article in the New York Werld, 
based on reports from the treasurer of eaeh state of 
the union, the actual wealth of the United States 
is computed at $61,459,000,000, as against $25,719,- 
000,000 assessed valuation for taxabie purposes. 
This estimate is exclusive of public property and 
an estimate of #3,000,000,000 held abroad. The 
population of the country, on the ratio of increase 
that obtained from 1870 to 1880, will be 65,000,000 
next year. On this basis, and taking the World’s 
figures of aggregate wealth, the amount 
per head of our population would 
be $945 ; or about the same as 
France and considerably less than Great Britain 
and Ireland. ‘Commenting on its-own figures, the 
World says: “The wealtly of the United States now 
exceeds the tota! wealth of the whole world at any 
time previous to the middle of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, and the amount invested abroad is alone 
equal to the national wealth of Portugal and Den- 
mark. The total wealth of only five nations is 
equal to the mere increase of the United States in 
the last nine years.” Still the ratio of increase 
was greater in the decade between 1850 and 1860 
than at any subsequent or prior period. 


THE NEW YORK TRIBUNE Says: ‘The destruc- 
tion of human life by our railways is attaining 
truly alarming proportions. According to the 
estimate of the interstate commerce commission- 
ers, the mortality from this cause in a single year 
is as high as 5,693, while for the same period the 
number of persons injured in_ railroad accidents 
reaches 27,888. Of course a great proportion in 
both classes is made up. of railway employes. 
Legislation by congress for the protection of 
trainmen, as recommended by the president, is 
greatly to be desired,in view of the facts thus 
presented, and legislation by the states with the 
object of abolishing grade crossings would re- 
move another fruitful source of danger. 


A BEAUTIFUL TRIBUTE. 


The last issue of the Christian Advocate, pub-

‘‘He was a born optimist. In hisjblood and 
nerves, in every cell of his brain, in every beat of 
his heart, in every fiber of nis body, he was an 
optimist. He came into active life just when the 
south, rallying{from the;shock of the awful cata- 
clysm that had struck her, was catching the 
breath of the morning of its new day. He typed. 
her new chivalry, whose invincible fortitude, un- 
dying hopefulness, and audacious enterprise in 
this time of peace make them worthy successors 
of the old chivalry that jinever told a 
lie, nor stole a dollar, nor showed 
its back to a foe in equal combat. 
Young Henry Grady was the prophet of the new 
dispensation. There was acheerfnl contagion in 
his presence and in what he wrote and spoke. His 
newspaper, THk CONSTITUTION, reflected the man. 
The reading of it was a tonic to the weak, a stim- 
ulus to flagging hope andeénérgy. When he spoke 
his people yielded to the persuasion, kindled into 
responsive enthusiasm, and moved with him in 
the forward march. 

He must have been a genuiue man anda patriot. 
The glow that was in his periods was 
not merely rhetorical. When he talked of 
his native south the throb of undying 
and tenderest filial affection was felt in every mu- 
sical syllable. When he spoke of the negro race, 
while there was no evasion or concealment of the 
facts as he saw them, his words reflected the 
kindly and generous spirit of that true south 
whose history has yet to be written by some 
friendly hand, aud of which he might be taken as 
the representative and exponent, both in his opin- 
ions and character. When he spoke of the north, 
amid the sparkle of his wit and his playful persi- 
fiage, there was a breadth of thought and of sym- 
pathy, a hearty recognition of what was true and 
good and great in that section, a fervor of patri- 
otic feeling, anda flavor of genuine nationality 
that stamped him as an American citizen whose 
patriotism was as broad as the republic, and whose 
eloquence, winning the plaudits of all sections 
alike, was the eloquence of the heart.

hopefulness and his broad philanthropy that em- 
braced all classes and all sections—would have 
lifted him above the dead level of his contempo- 
raries, even had he been less richly endowed in- 
tellectually.

THE STRANGE DEATH OF A ME- 
CHANIC YESTERDAY. 


Falling from a Pile of Lumber, He Strikes 
His Head in a Ditch and’ Breaks His 
Neck. 

His neck was broken. 

Charles Forrest, a mechanic employed by 
Mr. William Benzell, who has charge of the 
extension of the building for Elsas, May & 
Co.’s factory, on Decatur street, met with a 
strange and fatal accident yesterday. 

In front of the factory there was a large pile 
of lumber, ten feet high, and Forrest was on 
top of the pile, covering it up to protect it 
from any change of weather. 

Before he mounted the pile he set up a num- 
ber of posts to keep the lumber from slipping. 
They were not embedded in the ground, but 
simply set upon the surface, with braces 
against them. 

Walking across the pile he unthoughtedly 
placed his hand against one of these posts, and 
it gave way. Losing his balance he

4 distance of ten or twelve feet. At the bot- 

tom was a ditch two or three feet deep, into 

which he tumbled head foremost. 

His head struck the hard earth at the bot- 
tom of the ditch with such force that his neck 
was broken. 

A number of his fellow workmen. ran to his 
assistance, but when they dragged him out of 
the ditch he was dead. 

His remains were removed to his home at 
No. 46 Howell street, and Coroner Avery no- 
tified. There were so many eye witnesses to 
his death, and the cause was so plainly ac- 
cidental that no inquest was necessary. 

It was a very peculiar accident, and one 
most unlikely to occur.

JUDGE HENDERSON ADVISES 
FARMERS.

The Best Method to Be Adopted by Farmers 
Who Find It Necessary to Butcher in 
Warm Weather. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Henderson hag 
received a number of communications lately, 
from farmers all over the state, complaining 
that the warm weather had seriously inter- 
fered with the usual killing of hogs, cattle, 
and other animals, and asking his advice ag to 
the best method of preserving meat, when it 
became necessary to kill in warm weather. 

After examining a number of the most ap- 
proved methods, Judge Henderson has select- 
ed the one he considers the best, and advises 
the farmers of Georgia in the-following cir- 
cular: 7 

Owing to the phenomenal warm weather that 
has prevailed throughout the present season, with 
only one exception, many —_——e are being 
made, and great interest is felt. by almost every 
one as to the best method of ogy ett. their 
fresh meat. Several state that the large surplus 
of corn with which the country was blessed, has 
already been consumed, and that farmers are now 
drawing on the reserve crop, 50 necessary with 
which to thake another crop. The hogs, Iam told, 
are, almost without exception, not only fat, but 
very fat, and the question is how to manage it 
without loss, and thus save the crib from further 
depletion. Not anticipating a remote possibility 
of such a state of things, I, of course, am toa large 
extent unprepared for it. Lhave o— to many 
who I supposed equal by reason of experience, to 
such an emergency, but thus far have been unable 
to get anything better than the recipe given be- 
low. In presenting this recipe I am aware of the 
inadequacy of the country to supply the barrels 
that will at once be in demand shouid the receipt 
for pickling be generally adopted. 1 do not know 
how things may stand now, but before and dur- 
ing the war scarcely a farmer from Macon south- 
ward in this state but what had lerge tronghs,dug 
mainly out of cypress logs.and devoted almost ex- 
clusively to curing and pickling pork. ‘The pre- 
sumption is that many through that section of the 
state have them stil on hand. If so, the work of 
picklingtoth textent will be rendered easy.Barre 8 
may be obtained, to a certain extent, from Macon 
northward, and where the barrels cannot be ob- 
tained, may not boxes be improvised in a very few 
days and made both air and water tight, so that 
the pickling process may be begun. 

Unless something of this kind can be done, I see 
but little chance to prevent the loss of meat and 
further inroads on the corn crib. This would be a 
calamity, indeed. I would state right. here, that 
the sides—middlings—of the hogs being free from 
bone, might be put up differently from — 
which will surely spoil unless pickled according to 
the recipe given or some better plan. I have the 
fullest confidence in the efficacy of the subjoined 
recipe: 

First, salt the meat down heavily while warm 

and let it stay for twelve hours; then knock off 
the salt and pack in barrels, and to every hundred 
sounds Of pork, pour over aliquid made as fol- 
ows: Dissolve eight pounds of salt, one quart of 
molasses, four ounces Of saltpetre, four ounces of 
soda, four ounces of cayenne pepper, in eight gai- 
lons of water, and boil the compound, skimming 
until the seum ceases to rise. Let the liquid cool 
before using. Weight down the meat so as to keep 
submerged. 

Again, there are some who may prefer the ice 
cure, particularly parties who live on railroads and 
can get an abundant supply of ice. Tosuch I 
would recommend an abundant use ofice until the 
animal heat has been thoroughly extracted from 
the joints of the animal.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 10.—In the stock market 
today, especially during the forenoon, the entire 
interest in speculation was monopolized by sugar 
refineries and Reading stocks, the remainder, 
even of coal stocks, being dull and uninteresting 
with extremely narrow fluctuations. _ Later in the 
day trading in the two leaders slacked off and 
many of the specialties were taken in hand and 
advances were established ona much 
larger business, which é¢xtended to the general 
jist. The opening of sugar was made at a conces- 
sion from last night’s prices of 1% per cent 
on the announcement that an injunction 
had been obtained against the payment 
of any more dividends or the conveyance of any 
of its property to any other corporation, and the 
lowest price ever reached was touched. The 
treasurer of the trust loan came out witha state- 
ment that the late assertions in regard to the com- 
parative output of trust refineries and independ- 
ent ones, was erroneous; that there were no funds 
at present in the hands of the trustees, and that 
there was no intention of conveying any property 
while the injunction was only temporary. Traders 
thereupon proceeded to cover their 
Shorts upon the ground that all the had 
uews was out, and in the afternoon, when the 
market assumed a more healthy appearance it ral]- 
lied 2% percent. A drive was made at Reading 
in the early dealings, but its price was forced off a 
fraction only, and some of the large foreign houses 
appeared with ‘buying orders, which gradually 
ifted its price above 37. The demand resulted in 
more activity for the stock, though there was 
plenty of it for sale. The declines in incomes 
failed to have any appreciable effect upon it, 
however. The general list, ofter opening o 
fractionally generally, recovered these losses in 
the afternoon aud the close was quiet but firm, at 
fractions better than the opening figures. Money 
was easy, but showed a stiffening tendency, and 
less business was done under the legal rate. ‘The 
list tonight is generally higher, and Delaware and 
Hudson, which became prominentin the last hour,

Fruits and Vegetables Take Advantage of 
the May Weather and Get Up a Surprise 
Party. 

“Ejieht weeks ahead of my engagements,” 
remarked a juvenile Onion, as it tried its 
strength on a green grocer’s scales yesterday. 

“Ali, lettuce along*?’’ chimed some spruce- 
jooking bunches of . soporific vegetable that 
were coddled in a corner close by. 

“It’s a cold day when we fail to turn up—-” 

But the hubbub inside the store drowned 
the rest of the conversation. 

Inquiries among the green grocers estab- 
lished the fact that there has been no need of 
importing early vegetables, except a few 
kinds, so far during the season. 

The reason is that the home gardens furnish 
sb ndant supplies of young and tender vege- 
tables of many sorts, that are never marketed 
earlier than the Jast of March or the first of 
A pril, 

“We have been selling vegetables grown 
right here in Atlanta,”’ said Mr. Pm, Mayson 
yesterday, ‘‘ever since the fall, and thé seasons 
have been so clesely blended tbat it is hard to 
tell whether we are late in the fall or early in 
the spring.”’ 

On inquiry it was found that the prices of 
hese vegetables or ‘“*truck,’’ as our south 
Georgia neighbors say, are remarkably low.

Those 
feilows haven't had any time to take Christ- 
mas down there, as yet; and I suppose they 
wili wait till next Christmas, now.”’ 

“T have got Irish potatoes—new ones, under- 
stand—as big as bird eggs,’’ said a West End 
gentiemen.

FIVE PRISONERS ESCAPE 


FROM FULTON COUNTY JAIL YESTER- 
» DAY MORNING. 


Moonshiners in the Recently Erected Rev- 
enue Prison Take a Door from Its Hinges, 
Seale a High Fence and Escape. 


Five moonshiners escaped from Fulton 
county jail yesterday morning between 3 and 
4 o’clock. 

Fifty could have made their escape had they 
been so inclined. , 

The prisoners who escaped were John Brack- 
ett, of Flat Branch, Gilmer county; T. N. 
Smith and John Hood, of Habersham county, 
and J. C. Satterfield and T. C. Bryant, of 
Union county. 

Only one of the five had been sentenced,and 

‘he had served half of his term out, six months. 
That one was John Brackett. Smith plead 
guilty before Judge Newman last Thursday, 
but sentence was suspended until yesterday, 
at least it was the intention of the court to 
sentence Smith yesterday had it not been for 
his escape. The other three had never been 
before the United States court for trial. 

Smith is supposed to be the leader of the 
outbreak, as he has the reputation of a dan- 
gerous man. 

The five men who escaped were confined in 
the new building erected for the revenue pris- 
oners, and their escape was only made possible 
by the faulty construction of the jail. 

The whole building is of wood, and the main 


dinary gate hinges. Each end of these gate 
hinges is fastened by means of three small 
bolts and nuts. The nuts were screwed on 
from the inside, andit was by unscrewing 
them that the door was opened and removed. 
The threaded ends of the bolts were not 
clinched or spread, so that the nuts were easily 
loosened from that end of the hinge fastened 
to the door. 

While enjoying their outdoor exercise the 
prisoners had picked up a small piece of metal, 
used in attaching the sides to the ends of bed- 
steads. This was used as a wrench for un- 
screwing the nuts. 

The escape was effected between the rounds 
of the watchman, every half hour. Just at 
what hour the men took their leave is not 
known, but it is certain that it occurred after 
1 o’clock, as at that time everying was all 
right when Jailor Osborne made his last in- 
spection. 

The moonshiners were so clever in their 
work that no visible traces were left about the 
building. As soon as the five men had walked 
out the door, presumably after the watchman 
had completed one of his half-hour rounds, 
others on the inside quickly placed the hinges 
in their proper position again; so that on his 
next trip the roundsman noticed nothing out 
of r=. 

fifteen-foot fence surrounds the jail build- 
ings. To overcome this the moonshiners used 
boards, leaning them against the fence and 
climbing over. From the top they dropped to 
the alley in the rear of the jail, and from there 
they reached the open street. 

Jailer Osbcrne discovered the escape at 4 
o’clock, when he went into the yard and found 
‘the boards leaning against the fence: He at 
once went to the revenue prison and then as- 
certained the number and names of the men 
who-had escaped. 

“There were about fifty in all confined in 
that building,’’ said he yesterday, “and if 
they had been so minded all might have es- 
caped. This isevident from the fact. that 
some of those who remained replaced the door 
and screwed on the hinges.’’ : 

Sheriff Thomas was notified of the escape 
of the moonshiners early yesterday morning. 
He at once took measures to have them re- 
captured, and offered a reward of $25 each for 
their apprehension. 

The names and addresses were furnished 
the sheriff by Jailor Osborne. Sheriff Thomas 


communicated with the revenue authorities, 
who accured him of their hearty assistance i 


ancrsstgioe i 4 the prisoners. They think the 
men will be caught without much trouble. 
Jailer Poole and one of the watchmen were 
absent from the jail on Thursday night, Mr.

Here is a good suggestion: You cannot ‘ap- 
preciate how strong it is unless you go on the 
premises and look at the ground. A bridge 
can be built, as suggested by Dr. Hodgson, 
across from foot of Alabama.to the foot of 
Spring street that will be very convenient for 
the citizens of Atlanta, and as the matter is 
before the city council, it is to be hoped some 
action will be taken looking to the develop- 
ment of this plan.

connection withnorth and south Atlanta; one 


much shorter for two-thirds of all the manufac-’ 


tured goods that are shipped over the Central, 
East Tennessee, Georgia Midland and Augusta 
railroads avoiding the already crowded Broad 
street bridge,and an ontlet for fire brigade. Both the 
initial and terminal points ore pieuet high enough 
for all trains to pass under. ere is aiso space 
for pillars of stone, that will not in the least inter- 
fere with them. I look upon the building of this 
bridge as one of public necessity. All the hauling 
destined for the Central can get to its depot via 
Thompson, that for the East Tennessee, Georgia 
Midtand, Florida, ete. via Forsyth and Peters, 
and for the Augusta via Alabama.
